The statement of Income, on the preceding page, exhibits the operations of the company for the year. 

It will be noted that the operating revenues decreased $11,133.02 operating expenses decreased $42,078.24, net operat¬ 
ing revenue increased $30,945.22. 

The total taxes paid for the year amounted to $166,253.62 being a decrease of $5,602.69 or 3.20 per cent; the Federal 
income tax being $64,780.72 an increase of $14,129.10 or 27.89 per cent. 

Other income, made up of Hire of equipment, Joint facility rents, Interest and Dividends amounting to $219,026.93, 
shows a decrease, compared wih previous year, of $30,702.39. 

Gross income increased $6,062.68. 

Deductions from income—Hire of equipment* Joint facility rents, Interest and Miscellaneous accounts—amounting 
to $293,549.09 decreased $101,078.32. 

Net income, carried to profit and loss account, amounted to $456,174.92, an increase, as compared with 1923, of 
$107,141.00. 

As of December 31, 1923, profit and loss account exhibited a credit balance of $2,200,312.79, adding to same the net 
income for the year, $456,174.92, profit on property sold amounting to $16,666.01, and other adjustment items, makes total 
credit to profit and loss of $2,705,162.26. To this amount were charged dividends (7%) $172,452.00, surplus appropriat¬ 
ed for investment in physical property $770.70 loss on retired Road and Equipment $13,783.51, and other miscellaneous 
debits amounting to $4,735.97, leaving a credit balance in Profit and Loss, as of December 31, 1924, $2,513,420.08, an 
increase for the year of $313,107.29.

MAINTENANCE OF WAY AND STRUCTURES 

The total expenses of maintaining roadway and structures decreased $47,201.80 or 10.52 per cent. 

The percentage of maintenance of way and structures to operating revenues was 13.66 per cent, as compared with 
15.21 per cent last year. 

ROAD BED 

6 miles of ditching was done, requiring removal of 2,160 cubic yards of earth from cuts to embankments, an average 
of 360 cubic yards per mile. 

1.5 miles of embankment was widened. 

37 miles of track was surfaced on gravel, stone and cinder ballast mixed. 

15 miles of track surfaced on stone. 

During the year 257 cars, or 9562 cubic yards of gravel ballast was put in track between Atlanta and West Point 

The main line between Atlanta and West Point now contains 49.60 miles of crushed stone ballast; 33.28 miles of 
gravel and stone ballast mixed, and 2.33 miles of cinder ballast, and 0.41 miles of bridges, making a total of 85.62 miles. 

The second track between East Point and Palmetto contains 6 miles of crushed stone ballast, and 12.91 miles of gravel 
ballast, total distance 18.91 miles. 

The freight main line between Oakland, Ga., and Hulsey, Ga., is ballasted with crushed stone through the curves and 
cinder ballast on the tangents. 


STEEL RAIL 

During the year there was laid in main line 99 lineal feet 100 pound rail; 98,879 lineal feet 90 pound rail and 3,254 
lineal feet 80 pound rail at a cost of $29,132.00. 

Your main line between Atlanta, Ga., and West Point, Ga., now contains 4.27 miles of 100 pound rail; 43.57 miles of 90 
pound rail and 37.78 miles 80 pound rail; total distance 85.62 miles. 

The second track between East Point, Ga., and Palmetto, Ga., contains 12.73 miles of 90 pound rail and 6.18 miles of 
80 pound rail; total distance 18.91 miles. 

The freight main line between Oakland, Ga., and Hulsey. Ga., 5.24 miles is laid with 80 pound rail.

15,690 lineal feet 80 pound; 401 lineal feet 68 pound and 390 lineal feet 60 pound rail were laid in side tracks for the 
accommodation of new industries, extension of passing tracks and yard facilities, equal 1.63 track miles.

GENERAL 

The property of your Company has not only been fully maintained but considerably improved. 

Attention should be called to the falling off of our local passenger traffic due to motor vehicle competition and the 
increased use of automobiles by the former patrons of this Company, and we have no reason to believe but that this com¬ 
petition will increase as time goes on. It is unfortunate that we cannot reduce our passenger train mileage to meet the re¬ 
duced travel. 

An examination of your accounts has been made by Messrs. Haskins & Sells, Public Accountants, whose certificate 
appears in this report.
